roads shall he raised; 
hills,

necessary, shall he reduced in grade 
to not exceed 0 or 7 per cent and the 
roads properly graded up to a basis 
of 8-10 of an inch to an inch to th e 
foot.

Madrid, June I 1.— The Infante Don 
Jaim e, second son of the king and 
queen of Spain, now T> years old, was 
horn deaf and dumb. 
For a long time no one outside the 
palace knew of the prince’s infirm ity 
and there it was scarcely mentioned 
except in whispers. 
The late Pre­ 
mier Senor Ganalejas announced two 
years ago that the little prince had 
a form of tuberculosis which prevent­ 
ed him from hearing or talking. 
His 
lack of hearing was proven by mak­ 
ing a loud noise suddenly near the 
boy. 
He did not move. 
Although 3 years of age at that 
time, he had never uttered a sound, 
and already had the fixed look and 
strange behavior characteristic of the 
deaf and dumb. 
Spanish specialists 
adjudged him incurable. One of them 
performed a difficult operation with­ 
out beneficial result. 
The chilli was 
sent to the sanitarium of a celebrated 
physician in Switzerland, but he re­ 
turned in the same condition as be­ 
fore. 
Don Jaim e at present is under the 
care of Valencian nuns, whose mis­ 
sion in life is to educate the deaf anil 
dumb. 
The name of Miss Helen K el­ 
ler has been mentioned in the palace, 
but nothing definite has 
been 
ar­ 
ranged about asking her to under­ 
take the teaching of the boy. 
One 
difficulty is that Miss Keller, who 
does not know Spanish, would have 
to teach in a foreign language.

WOODROW WILSON AND THE SHORT BALLOT 


II. 
How Wilson Organized the Short Ballot Movement 
i 


Up to 1910 Mr. Wilson’s doctrine of simplified, re­ 
sponsible government had only been extensively dis­ 
cussed in intellectual circles. 
Every serious writer on 
American government sooner or later had deplored the 
practice of electing a multitude of officers. 
But none 
of them had suggested any constructive remedies. 
No 
attempt had been made to convince the great American 
public of their folly; the people were considered hope­ 
lessly wedded to the notion that electing a multitude of 
officers is the very essence of democracy. 
In July, 1909, an article by Richard S. Childs had ap­ 
peared in one of the weekly magazines in which the evils 
of the elective system and the obvious remedy was discussed under the title of 
"The Short Ballot ’ This supplied the necessary cateh-word which is always 
necessary to make an idea ‘‘go,’' in the popular sense. Later on, the author,, 
with Mr. Wilson and several well known editors, called a Short Ballot Con­ 
ference which banqueted at the Hotel Astor in New York city on January 21, 
1910. 
At this meeting Mr. Wilson explained that the object of the organization 
was to gain the adherence cf as many men of influence as possible, of what­ 
ever party, and to interest those actually in charge of administration, so that 
they might aid by their practical knowledge of affairs and their influence with 
the legislating bodies. “Above all,” he said, "we should seek to make the prin­ 
ciples we have in mind the subject of constant discussion. It is not a cam­ 
paign of education we have in mind, but a campaign of information.” 
On the problem itself he said in part:—“The methods by which we have 
sought to establish popular control really destroy it. We have sought to make 
every office, great, and small, elective. We have defined the duties and powers 
of each office by statute and we have nowhere united the offices thus set up in 
any coherent, interdependent system. 
Each officer has derived his authority 
from particular legislation and his office directly from the people. 
He has, 
therefore, been in no legal sense subordinate to any other officer, has owed 
obedience to no one except those who elected him, has been obliged to co­ 
operate with no one except those with whom the statute upon which he stood 
commanded him to co-operate. It has been a system of executive action laid 
apart in complete analysis, and each item of the analyzed structure made 
independent of the re st...................If the great multitude of minor and petty 
offices were taken out of the elective list and were transformed into appointive 
offices, if the people were called upon to choose only those who ought under 
any reasonable system to be in responsible charge of the administration of 
government, many interesting results would follow’. 
In the first place, it 
would be a most desirable and businesslike reorganization of the govern­ 
ment itself, because it would give it administrative cohesion and a systematic 
relation of parts, unity and efficiency. 
W hat is much more important, it 
would be the re-establishment of popular control, because it would make it 
possible for the people to exercise a direct and intelligent control over the 
nomination and election of the central authoritative officers.” 
The immediate outcome of this occasion was the founding of the Short 
Ballot Organization, of which Mr. Wilson was elected, and remains, president. 
It was he who drew up the vital section in its constitution and its platform. 
The campaign for simplified government to which Mr. Wilson has lent the aid 
of his great personal prestige will be treated of iii the next article. 


M A N Y ST A TE S MOVE T O W A R D SHORT BALLOT. 


In the lower house of the North Dakota Legislature, Representative Snyder 
has introduced a measure which would apply the Short Ballot to the State 
government. By the provisions of this, the Governor’s term of office would be 
extended from two to four years, and he would have the appointment of a 
Secretary of State, Auditor, Treasurer, Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
Commissioner of Insurance, three Commissioners of Railroads, and Attorney 
General and one Uommissioner of Agriculture and Labor.

gathered a troop of riflemen from the mountains of V irginia and Pennsylvania. 
These became famous for their courage and skill with the gun. 
They had 
been hunters aud learned to shoot in hunting the deer and bear and wildcat 
in their own mountains. They feared nothing and never missed fire when they 
aimed their guns at anything. 
Morgan fought until the close of the Involu­ 
tion anil then went home to his farm near Winchester, Ya., wffiere he lived 
until the close of his life.”

The lecturer gave some J 
interesting details of the district and 
its inhabitans. 
The religion of the people of the 
district took the form of Lubare or 
Nabingwe worship. 
Lubare was the 
common worship of Bugansa and was 
the belief in a spirit living in some 
selected object, such as a tree or 
stone, or very commonly in a python. 
In the latter case the snake was en 
ticed with milk and food to remain 
near the villages and girls were or­ 
dered to attend to its wants. 
Nabing- 
we was a female spirit who lived 
underground, 
but 
often 
appeared 
among human beings, rapidly assum­ 
ing various personalities, such as a 
child or au oia woman, nut always 
feminine. 
The spirit was usually ma 
lignant and caused death, illness, etc 
There was also a belief among these 
natives in the return of the spirit 
after death. Miniature huts, with food 
placed inside, were frequently seen 
outside the natives’ huts, and these 
were said to be for the spirits of the 
departed. 
The region is covered by a sheet ol 
lava stretching like a sea as far ar 
the mountains of llukiga. 
It ha3 de 
composed to a large extent into a soil 
of great fertility which is closely cul 
tivated by the natives. 
The lava It 
honeycombed with holes and caverns 
which are put to various uses. 
One 
of them was found to be a burying 
place, bodies being brought on bien 
and left there. 
Another formed a 
water reservoir, to which cattle were 
brought from many miles distant ii. 
times of drought. 
Many were used at 
places of hiding and refuge for mer 
aud beasts when alarmed or during 
raids. 
Describing the series of beautiful 
lakes to be found in the region Capt 
Jack said a peculiarity of those lakes 
was that none of them contained any 
fish. 
As a striking contrast to this 
was a small lake near Busuenda, neat 
Mount Mikeno, which was so full oi 
fish that the water seemed to be alive 
w itll them.

would have been agreeable had not 
every mail brought letters and news-, 
papers describing the 
distress 
and 
disturbance in Mexico. 
From Italy 
the former president and Senora Diaz 
came to Paris, and they are now* liv­ 
ing in pleasant rooms near the Arc 
de Triomphe, with a small staff. Diaz 
has a secretary and valet, and his 
wife a 
maid. They drive 
out every 
day in their own motor. 
Senor Li- 
mantour, Diaz’s former minister of 
finance, lives a few* doors away and 
often looks in to see him, and Senor 
Delanda. ex-minister to France, calls 
frequently. 
A good many Mexicans 
living in Paris or traveling call on 
the retired president and deplore his 
absence from Mexico. Whenever Diaz 
says anything on this subject, how­ 
ever, it is to declare that he will not 
go back until the country is quiet 
and in the hands of a stable govern­ 
ment. 
This, be 
beleives, soon will 
be the case, and he has 
even men­ 
tioned the late summer or early fall 
as the tim e when he could possibly 
go home to a peaceful old age. 
Although 
seemingly

well, 
Porfirio Diaz1 does not today give the 
impression of a man who could ever 
again enter

affairs.

strong for his .eighty-two years, his 
hands tremble aud he is easily tired.

rest at a spot in the woods, the beau­ 
ty of which entranced him. 
He de­ 
cided at once to build a house amid 
such romantic and pleasing surround­ 
ings. 
He announced 
his 
decision, 
and thrusting his 
hunting 
stick, tile 
Germans call it a 
stock, into 
the 
ground at his feet, named the lodge 
Hubert us-stock, in 
honor of St. 
H u­ 
bert us, the patron saint of hunters. 
The 
original 
lodge is small, but 
very comfortable. 
Em peror W illiam 
added to it from time to time in order 
to have room for the entertainment

walls of the chateau are ornamented 
with stags’ antlers, and inside other 
trophies of the chase are much in 
evidence.
